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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 29 June 2004 was 
considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tinnerman (US 2,266,832). 

A fastening device for anchorage to a receiving seat comprises a body (12) with 
projecting side walls (next to grooves 35 and 36) and a piano-wire cage (having ends 37 
and 38) extending around the body in a resilient manner (Fig. 3). 

The body comprises a threaded hole (Fig. 3.).

5. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Abbate (US 4,850,063). 

A fastening device for anchorage to a receiving seat comprises a body (11) with 
projecting side walls (2) and a piano-wire cage (22) extending around the body in a 
resilient manner (Figs. 5, 6 and 8). 

The body comprises a threaded or non-threaded pin (1 1 ). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tinnerman in view of Holton (US 3,364,807). 

Tinnerman discloses a fastening device having all the features being recited in 
paragraph 4 for the rejection of claim 1 . Tinnerman discloses that the body comprises a 
threaded hole. Tinnerman fails to disclose that the body comprises a blind or through 
seat. However, Holton teaches a body (4) having a blind or through seat (22,24). The 
blind or through seat prevents misalignment and cocking of the threaded member with 
respect to the fastening device, cross-threading of the parts as well as any deformation 
and/or shearing of the threads (C. 2, L. 9-18). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the body 
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comprised of a blind or through seat as taught by Holton in the fastening device of 
Tinnerman. Doing so, prevents misalignment and cocking of the threaded member with 
respect to the fastening device, cross-threading of the parts as well as any deformation 
and/or shearing of the threads specially in those applications where the fastening device 
is being used in an aperture where the hole of the body is not visible and makes difficult 
the proper alignment of the bolt and the fastener body. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Tinnerman (US 2,266,832), Rohe et al. (US 3,192,982), Kowalski (US 
4,146,074), Berecz (US 4,695,212), Ingeberg (US 4,758,124) and Abbate (US 
4,850,063) are cited to show state of the art with respect to fastening devices having 
some of the features being claimed by the current application. 

Holton (US 3,364,807) and Reynolds (US 3,996,834) are cited to show state of 
the art with respect to blind or through seat fasteners and its advantages.
